EDMONTON, Nov. 19,— Persontiel 
of Alberta's firat live stock marketing 
board. under the Natural Products 
Marketing Act Was announced Satur- 
day afternoon by Hon. F, 8. Grisdale, 
Minister of Agriculture. 


1} The board, consisting’ of 16 mem- 
-| bers, was named by the Minister at 
the request of representatives of the 
live stock Industry in. general meeting 
at Calgary, November 8, following the 
endorsing of a live stock marketiiig 
plan for the province 


The marketing plan las been sub- 
mitted to the Federal Marketing 
Board at Ottawa, and when it is 
approved by. this body, ratified by the 
Governor in Council, and finally en- 
dorsed by the vote of Alberta live 
stock producers, it will be the respon- 
sibility of. the board now named to 
determine, within the provisions of 
the scheme, the procedure to be’ fol- 
lowed in this province in the mar- 
keting of live stock, and to coordin 
ate the marketing machinery. ' 


Work of drafting the marketing 
csheme and subinitting it to the live 
stock industry for approval was 
undertaken by a_ provisional live 
stock marketing committee of 17 
members, Several of these members 
Ihave beenre-named to the board by 
the minister. In making his announce- 
ment on Saturday, however, Mr. Gris- 
dale stated that in naming the board 
it had been found necessary to go 
outside the personnel of the provis- 
ional committee in order that the 
various areas of the province and the 
|many, branches of the industry be as 
fully as possible represented. 

It is understood that in the forward.

Such was the keynote of an address 
delivered by Dr. F. W. Gershaw, M. P. 
for Medicne Hat, when he spoke at a 
non-political meeting here on Wed- 
nesday, Nov. 21. Cold, inclement 
weather kept out-of-town people from 
attending the gathering, but those 
who were persent received valuable 
information on Parliamentary proced- 
ure, 

“The Stevens’ investigation has 
shown the public how much selfish- 
ness and inhumanity there actually is 
in ‘big business.’ No matter what the 
policy of any governing group or body 
they must see how such a course can 
only work hardship,” stated the M.P. 

The doctor reviewed what he con- 
sidered the most important legislation 
Passed at the last session of Parlia- 
ment, giving his impressions of how 
each act will function. The forming 
of the Central Bank was one of the 


major pleces of legislation. He be- 
Iteved that the people themselves 
should own this institution, but the 


opinion of the government was that, 
if such were the cast, future govern- 
ments in power might be influenced 
by the public to “do something fool- 
ish.” 

The Marketing Act is an éxample 
of experimental legislation, stated Dr. 
Gershaw. How tt will work out can 
only be determined by application. 
The Farmers’ Creditors Arrangement 
Act {s another of the same type. 

“Trade barriers must be lowered 
and Canada must learn that national-

Recently inspectora of the Dairy 

and Cold Storage Branch of the Do- 
|}minion Department of Agriculttre 
have been making a closer check up 
of the weights of prints of butter in

Secking concerted attion by the 
federal and provincial governments 
in matters of public health, Dr, Gor- 
don Bates, general director of the 
Canadian Social Hygiene Council, 
made known the canvassed opinions 
of provincial authorities with a view 
to co-ordinated measures under Do- 
minion authority, arrived at through 
a federal-provincial ‘conference. 

Dr. Bates declared that in the Bri- 
tish North America Act the only 
reference to health was fn subjects 
dealing with qdarantine and estab- 
Nshment and maintenance of marine 
hospitals. Because of this, he be- 
lieved there was “no good reason why 
the Dominion should not enter into 
full participation in any scheme for 
the promotion of health throughout 
Canada.” 

From each of the nine provinces; 
came expressions of approval of co- 
operation along health lines. 

Hon. G. M. Weir, provincial secre- 
tary for British Columbia, said his 
province “is anxious to co-operate 
with the federal authorities in the 
promotion of public health which we 
regard as the very cornerstone of 
national well-being,” and declared 
“from the standpoint of scientific pub- 
ic health, provincial boundary lines 
have little significanee.” 

From Alberta came _ pronounce- 
ment of Hon. George Hoadley, min- 
ister of health, that “there can be 
no question in regard to the desira- 
bDUity of representatives of the vari- 
ous provine‘al governments and the 
federal government meeting for the! 
purpose of giving, consideration to | 
the many health problems confront- | 
ing us, both provincially and nation- | 
ally; the question of health is one | 
which is vital not only to cach of the | 
provinces but to our country as a} 
whole.” |

When the food producers couldn't pay their debts and buy 
things they needed a lot of factory wheels were stopped. 

So while consumers revelled in cheap food, millions of them 
had no work to dg and no wages and could only buy to the 
amount of relief they were giVen. 

But the primary place to start buying power is on the farm. 
There is where the food is produced’ and the market for manu- 
factured goods is largest.

THE PASSING OF TWO GREAT RAILROAD BUILDERS 


Big Dan Mann is dead. 

He has followed his partner, Sir William MacKenzie, to 
“that undiscovered country.” 

MacKenzie & Mann, builders of the Canadian Natinal Rail- 
way. Two Canadians whose accomplishments in the railway 
field have never been approached by another pair of men. 

MacKenzie was the financier, the diplomat, the lobbyist. 
He almost wore a path across-the ocean in his visits to London 
to raise capital. He kept the lobby seats warm in Ottawa. He 
organized, schemed and contrived. 

Mann was th builder. He drove the steel across Canada, 
over rocky barrens waste lands, muskeg, prairie and moun- 
tains. 

The pair of them built the Canadian Northern Railway. 
True it was built fifty years too soon, but who could foresee 
that, in the palmy pre-war days when the West was the Mecca 
for emigrants from all over the world?

GODFATHER TO MEDICINE HAT 


From his home in ‘“‘the green and pleasant land of England”, 
Rudyard Kipling, great among modern poets, writes to Canada 
to find out how Medicine Hat in getting along. 

“If you can send me any news about Medicine Hat—any- 
thing, I mean, from the local paper—I’d be grateful. I always 
loved that cheery little town. J remember it since *89, which 
makes me feel rather like a godfather to it. Then I saw it 
started on its way in 1907 when the gas fields were new, and 
all the people I met were more than kind to me.” 

It was Kipling who provided a rough and ready slogan for 
Medicine Hat when he called it “the town with all hell for a 
basement.’ 

Incidentally, and apart from the reference to Medicine Hat, 
Kipling gave a reply in his letter to a question about courage 
and character. “The biggest man in every way I ever knew,” 
he wrote, “never said or hinted in any way under any conditions 
whether he was hot or cold or full or empty or sick or sorry. 
That’s character and I think it gives the highest form of cour- 
age. But the very rarest, the courage that takes responsibility, 
seems to need antecedent training on top of a natural gift.”

Since 1928, when Christmas Seals 
were first sold in Saskatchewan, 
29.673 persons have been examined 
at the expense of the Christmas 
Seal Preventive Fund. 


Of the total number of persons 
examined, 2,836 active cases of tu- 
berculosis were discovered while the 
disease was yet in its early stages. 

Were it not for the Christmas 
Seal Campaign this large group of 
children and young adults would 
eventually have reached ‘the San.- 
toria in the advanced stages of the 
disease Other healthy = children 
would have been infected by them, 
as tuberculosis {s spread by contact 
with those suffering from tibercu- 
losis. 

Deaths, sickness, and infection 
from tuberculosis have been reduced 
as a result of this programme. which 
is supported by funds secured from 
the sale of Christmas Seals.

Must Provide Annual Earnings To 
Meet The Minimum Needs | 

We earnestly trust that the rulers | 
of Ontario and various other Cana- | 
dian provinces will pay due attention 
to Mr., Roosevelt's new departure, 


‘which. is the result of somewhat 


lengthy experimentation in the direc- 
tions which .they are now thinking 
of taking. We are particularly in-| 
terested_in_the President's words on | 
the subject of minimum wage legisla- 
tion, for they express a feeling which 
has been strengthening in our mind | 
for some time, and which is part and 
parcel of a general conviction that 
rigidity on the part of any element | 
in the business structure is a serious 
enemy to recovery and_ progress. 
“Another question arises,” says the 
President, ‘‘as to whether, in fixing | 
minimum wages on the basis of an| 
hourly or weekly wage, we have, 
reached into the heart of the problem, | 
which is to provide such 


annual 
earnings for the lowest paid worker 
as will meet his minimum needs.” \ 

That a minimum wage which 
shows any serious disparity with 
what may be termed the “economic” 
wage in industry generally can only 
result in the diminution of enterprise 
and therefore of employment has | 
come to fairly obvious. Any | 
other view of it can only be enter-_| 
tained by looking at the available, 
body of employment as being sub- 
stantially fixed, and insusceptible of 
decrease as a result of rising costs. | 
It is true that there are occupations | 


seem 


in which this condition does approxi- | 
mately exist; but they are not the | 
occupations in which the great body | 
of workers are engaged. The extent 
of factory employment in any coun- 
try depends on the extent of the pur | 
chasing power of the agricultural!

Work Amoiig Treaty. Indians 


Canada Has Faithfully Fulfilled Trust 
In This Respect 

Canada has been faithbul to her 
trust regarding the 112,000 treaty 
Indians in the country according to 
Herbert N. Awrey, Department of In- 
dian Affairs, who addressed. the Rot- 
ary Club in Ottawa. 

Mr. Awrey who is known to the 
Indians of Northern Ontario as 
“Shunia Ogema,” or “Big Money 
Man”, described his adventures as: an 
Indian Cémmissioner deputed to pay 
the Indians the money guaranteed to 
them by treaty with the government. 

Pointing out that eleven . treaties 
had been signed with the Indians 
since Confederation, Mr. Awrey re- 
marked that in 1933, $4,088,000 had 
been expended on them plus $650,000 
interest from funds held in trust flor 
them by the Dominion and $234,000 
in annuities. 

Tracts of land had been wisely set 
aside at the outset for the Indians 
where they could live in communities 
and now there were 2,200 of these re- 
serves in Canada.
